Stomach X Rays Help 
Moke Right Diagnosis

Q-What t* the difference 


between an A c i d stomach 
and a peptic ulcer? One doc- 
tor s«ys I have one and an- 
other says 1 have the other. 


A - Since the stomach is 


normally acid, the t e r m 
"acid stomach," as common- 
ly used, refers to bringing 
up s o u r stomach contents 
after a meal. This may be 
caused by excessive smok- 
ing, eating too fast or diet- 
ary indiscretions. Although 
peptic ulcers cause an in- 
crease in the amount of acid 
in the stomach, the two con- 
ditions are not related—you 
can have either one without 
the other. Stomach X rays 
should help your d o c t o r 
make the right diagnosis. 


Q—How effective is vago- 


tomy in the treatment of a 
peptic ulcer? 


A—Vagotomy is a cutting 


of the vagus nerve to reduce 
the stimuli to the acid-se- 
creting cells in the stomach, 
thereby reducing the irritat- 
ing action of the acid on the 
ulcer. It is often done to pre- 
vent the recurrence of a duo- 
denal but not a stomach ul- 
cer. Because the operation 
does not always accomplish 
this purpose most surgeons 
advocate combining it with 
removal of part of the stom- 
ach to reduce the amount of 
acid-secreting tissue. 


Although the c o m b i n e d 


operation has a much great- 
er chance of success than 
vagotomy alone, full reliance 
cannot be placed on surgery 
to effect a permanent cure. 
The tensions that caused the 
ulcer in the first place must 
be controlled and other fac- 
tors, such as excessive smok- 
ing, must be eliminated. 


Q—Our soil, 22, was told 


that he has a deformed duo- 
denal bulb. What does that 
mean? Was it present since 
birth? Is it correctible by 
surgery? 


A—The deformed bulb is 


characteristic of a duodenal 
ulcer. It was not present 
since birth. Surgery is re- 
served for those cases that 
can t be controlled by medi- 
cal treatment.

A— Lipotroplc factor is a 


substance that has an affin- 
ity for fats and thus de- 
creases deposits of fat in the 
liver if any are present.

Farm ponds warmed by spring 


sunshine are beginning to stir 
with tiny plant and animal life, 
a signal 
that it is time again 


to start a fish pond fertilisation 
program in Hempstead county 
according to George F. Brown, 
district conservationist, 


These small plants and ani- 


mals 
are essential elements 


in the fish food chain, and there 
is no better way to increase 
production 
than by boosting the 


natural fertility of ponds and re- 
servoirs with regular applica- 
tions 
of commercial 
fertili- 


zer. 


Fertilization, along with the 


deepening of shallow pond edges, 
also, is the most practical way 
to control aquatic weeds. 


George F. Brown estimated 


that 2000 ponds in the county 
need treatment and suggested 
that 16-16-4 Is the best formula 
of fertilizer to use. Starting 
in March, ponds should be fer- 
tilized with 50 pounds per acre 
at seven to ten day intervals 
until a blue-green color appears. 
Early fertilization is important 
because bluegills and redears 
make their fastest 
growth in 


March, April, and May. Use of 
fertilizer platforms Increases 
efficiency about 25 percent. 


When the water clears enough 


that a white object can be seen 
at a depth of 18 inches, appli- 
cations should be repeated and 
may continue until first fall frost. 


Ponds where catfish are re- 


gularly fed pellets should not be 
fertilized. Where bass, bream, 
and catfish are stocked in com- 
bination, the population gets out 
of balance quickly if catflsh pel- 
lets are fed.

warranties. The long series of 
hearings was to end today. 


Johnson called for an end to 


the rule that allows the federal 
government to wipe out rigid 
state regulations by establishing 
a national safety standard less 
restrictive than a state's. 


He said that rule "stems from 


the suspicion that individual 
states are more susceptible to 
pressures from large Industry 
and, 
therefore, standards that 


are established may reflect In- 
dustry wishes rather than the 
best interests of public safety. 


"The experiences of Maryland
